Coal-Burning Turbs. 
May Revive 
Declining Mines 


Interment was made in St. 
Anne’s Catholic cemetery, Blair¬ 
more. 


OTTAWA (CP) —Coal-burning 
turbine engines, infinitely more 
economical than diesel engines, 
may inject new life into Canada’s 
declining coal mining industry. 

A hint of these developments 
was given the Senate transport 
committee Thursday by N. J. 
MacMillan, vice-president and 
general counsel of the Canadian 
National Railways. 


Born in Italy November 11. 188 2 
she came to Frank, Alta., in 1902 
with her husband, the late Chas.

Blairmore Man 
Returns From France 

Sgt. Eugene Silverhorn, of 
Blairmore, recently returned to 
Canada following eight months 
service in France. Sgt. Silverhorn, 
32, was born in Nelson, B.C. and 
later came to the Pass with his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Sam Silver¬ 
horn, and attended school at 
Blairmore. He later joined the 
RCAF. Among other postings he 
spent one and one half years at 
Carberry, Manitoba, and then was 
sent to^No. 10 repair depot in Cal¬ 
gary where he served for seven 
and one half years. In 1948 he was 
transferred to Lethbridge and 
given a detachment and after a 
three month stay was notified of 
his transfer to France to serve 
with the No. 2 Fighter Wing at 
Gros Tenqu’n where he was in 
charge of the Air Force Fire de¬ 
partment.

closely. Those associated with it 
believe it possible to build a coai- 
burning turbine “infinitely more 
efficient than the diesel engine." 

The only serious problem in the 
project is that of disposing of the 
ash created by burning the pow¬ 
dered coal, he said. 

It has been found that the ash 
cannot be exhausted except 
through the turbine. This causes 
pitting on the turbine blades 
which eventually throws the en¬ 
gine out of* operation and creates 
high maintenance costs. 

DIFFICULTIES PRESENTED 

Senator Thomas Vien (L-Que¬ 
bec ' asked if there is any likeli¬ 
hood of atomic power being used 
for railway engines. 

Mr. MacMillan said atomic 
power presents two big dif¬ 
ficulties. One was that the equip¬ 
ment necessary to dispose of the 
heat generated requires space that 
now would be occupied by three 
railway fars. In addition, the 
atomic power plant now requires 
shielding five feet in thickness 
as protection against radiation. 

However, the really major prob¬ 
lem from the railways’ standpoint 
was that in the event of an acci¬ 
dent the protective box contain¬ 
ing the atomic power plant might 
be broken, spilling atomic radia¬ 
tion over the surrounding coun¬ 
tryside.

Report of The 
Research Council 
On Coal 

(continued from last week) 

In connection with the pro¬ 
jected paleobotanical program, 
Council can report that an ap¬ 
propriate laboratory has been set 
up and partially equipped, and 
that some progress has been made 
in the development of suitable 
maceration and softening tech¬ 
niques. Aimed at the isolation of 
micro-fossils and at the prepara¬ 
tion of sections suitable for an in 
situ study of micro-structure, 
these techniques, must necessarily 
be extremely flexible of they are 
to be applicable to the wide range 
of coals occurring in the province. 
When fully developed, it is plan¬ 
ned to employ them in a long¬ 
term study devoted to tracing the 
shifting species-composition of 
the flora represented in the Al¬ 
berta coal measures and to elu¬ 
cidating the biological genesis of 
these deposits. 

Progress has also been made in 
setting up an organic chemistry 
laboratory which will concentrate 
upon a study of the chemical con¬ 
stitution of coal and humic acids 
and, in particular, upon a detailed 
investigation of products obtained 
from interactions between coal 
and liquids in an ultrasonic field 
and from pyrolisis of coal in the 
presence of chain-inhibiting re¬ 
agents. A review paper dealing 
with the chemical potential of 
coal was read at the annual con¬ 
vention of the CIMM in April 1953 
and published, in the CIMM Bul¬ 
letin and Transactions of Sep¬ 
tember 1953. 

Fundamental studies of the col¬ 
loid structure of Alberta coals, 
which were commenced late in 

1952, were also continued during 

1953, and data relating to the 
total accessible surface areas of 
Alberta coals (obtained by a heat 
of wetting technique) are now 
available for a representative coal 
series. In general, the varitation 
of surface area with coal rank 
assumes the same form as that 
previously found with British and 
British Commonwealth coals. 

Using the heat of wetting 
method, it has further been shown 
that pressures of the order of 
those obtaining in coal seams are 
adequate to cause a very sub¬ 
stantial and irreversible compres¬ 
sion of the coal substance and a 
significant decrease in its ac¬ 
cessible surface. The available in¬ 
formation suggests that a refor¬ 
mulation of the concept of “coal 
rank’’ may result from this work. 

Finally, measurements have 
been made of the absorption of 
quires quite a number of adjust- 
25 deg. and —40 deg. C. The re¬ 
sults confirm that coal is an es¬ 
sentially thermolabile solid which, 
on cooling, contracts in such a 
manner as to render its accessible 
pore volume progressively smaller 
as the temperature falls.

Reference has already been 
made to a number of papers pre¬ 
pared during the year by members 
of the coal staff. In addition, a re¬ 
port is in preparation on the 
stoker Investigation and progress 


has been made in the revision of 
Report No. 35, “Coals of Alberta 
—Their Occurence, Analysis and 
Utilization”. A pamphlet, ‘Alber¬ 
ta Coals—What You Should Know 
About Them", prepared by the 
Research Council of Alberta in co¬ 
operation with the Fuels Division, 
Federal Department of Mines and 
Technical Surveys and the Do¬ 
minion Coal Board, and published 
by the Alberta Department of 
Economic Affairs, is now ready 
for distribution.

He’s still trying to live in the 
past and apparently is afraid 
of the future. 

And unfortunately there are 
apt to be several merchants 
and business men who will 
imitate the crab and not join 
the ranks of the new, up-to- 
the-minute business men who 
are planning for the future 
and have already made plans 
for new methods of merch¬ 
andising. Those men are in¬ 
cluding regular advertising 
campaigns in their plans, and 
they are planning to use the 
best medium within their 
means — their local news¬ 
paper—The JOURNAL.
